Washington, May 19.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The series 
of conferences between republican 
leaders from Georgia and members 
of the administration, and of the 
national republican committee, that 
have been in progress in Washing- 
ton daily for ten days, have come 
to an end, and most of the Geor- 
gians today returned to their homes. 

These conferences were held on 
invitation of President Harding 
who has been deeply concerned in, 
if not seriously embarrassed by the 
warfare that has resulted from the 
conflicting party wings in that 
state. 

The result under the president's 
personal touch and direction, there- 
fore, can be summed up tonight in 
the following concrete statements: 

Complete Revolution, 

First. All of the fragments of the 
so-called republican state organiza- 
tion in Georgia, which includes the 
Johnson and Martin wing of the 
committee, and the 7Oree and 
Karnes ‘wing, will be completely 
wiped out, and a new state organ- 
ization in its entirety will be 
formed. 

Second. This revolution will be 
brought about at a conference of 100 
leading white republicans of Geor- 
gia, to be held in Atlanta early in 
June, these confrees to be individu- 
ally selected by the national commit- 
tee, not one of whom shall be an of- 
fice seeker, directly or indirectly, or 
in the words of the call, “not an of- 
fice holder, nor seeking office now,

the Silesian question is con- 
cerned. 

Administration officials reit- 
erated that the position of the 
American government was the 
same as outlined in the formal 
answer to Poland, the text of 
which was made public last 
night, declining her request for 
support before the council in 
the settlement of the disposition 
of Upper S:lesia, following the 
recent plebiscite. ‘That ques- 
tion is essentially European, it 
was stated and, therefore, does 
not concern the United States. 

In discussing the question, 
however, .officials indicated that 
although the Silesian question 
was essentially European be- 
cause it was a problem of ad- 
justing boundaries, it or similar 
questions might conceivably de- 
. velop to broader proportions in- 
volving interests of the United 
States of an economic charac- 
ter. 

In such an event, it is under- 
stood that instructions will be 
forwarde@yjo Ambassador Har- 
vey to act in a manner to safe- 
guard American interests on 
the ground that the United 
States is vitally concerned in 
all economic . readjustments 
growing out of the war.

Right to Direct. Division 
of Rates Between Public 
Utilities Coroporation 
and Agent Contested. 


Disputing the right of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission: to direct 
the division of rates contracted for 
between a public utilities corpora- 
tion and its agent, the Southern Bell 
Telephone company Thursday filed 
an injurction suit in the United 
States districtcourt to restrain the 
board from enforcing its toll-line 
division order in the Montezuma 
Telephone company case. 

Chairman C. M. Candler, of the 
commission, was served with a sub- 
poena from the court, giving the 
board notice that the injunction suit 
had been filed. He declared that the 
commission would maintain tts po- 
sition as set forth at the time the 
Montezuma case was heard, and that 
soon as a copy of the tInjunction 
could be procured, it would be plac- 
ed in the hands of Judge James K. 
Hines, counsel for the board. 

Order of Commission. 

The Montezuma Telephone compa- 
ny came before the commission re- 
cently with application for a read- 
justment of the division of long dis- 
tance revenue. An order directing 
that the Southern Bell pay to the 
Montezuma company 25 per cent on 
all outgoing long q@istance business 
originating in the territory of the 
local company and being handled 
over the lines of the larger corpo- 
ration was issued. 

It was ordered also that the South- 
ern Bell pay to the local concern 
81-3 per cent on all incoming long 
distance business, originating out- 
side the territory of the Montezu- 
ma company, but being completed 
through its switchboard. 

Taking exception to this order, the 
corporation asks the federal court 
to restrain*its enforcement on tne 
ground that the commission has no 
authority to regulate the pay con- 
tracted for between the Southern 
Bell and its agent, which it holds is 
the position of the Montezuma com- 
pany. 

Claims of Company. 

The claim: that the order of the 
commission should be declared null 
and void is based on a number of 
allegations. The complainant states 


that the order does not deal with 
charges to the public and does not 
affect the public, and therefore the 
commission has no authority.. The 
order further takes profits from the 
complainant without due process of 
law, and is contrary to the four- 
teenth amendment of the United 
States constitution, it is asserted. 

The order also impairs a contract 
now in effect, which violates the 
constitutional provision that no 
state shal] have the power to make 
laws impairing the obligations of 
contracts. The complainant com- 
pany declares the order is arbitrary 
and unreasonable, supported neither 
by law nor evidence produced at 
the hearing before the commission. 
An attempt to enforce the order is 
regarded by the complainant as an 
unjustifiable invasion of the com- 
plainant’s rights to its irreparable 
damage and hurt.

FINGER OF RIDICULE 
POINTED AT WILSON — 


Government Will Have 
Nothing to Do With the 
League, Ambassador 
Says at Pilgrims’ Dinner.

London, May 19.—Amegrica’s for- 
eign policy stands stripped of any 
idealistic tendencies, and is placed 
upo.. @ straight materialistic basis, 
without hope or thought of particl- 
pation in the league of nations, un- 
der the optical interpretation of the 
policies of the Harding administra- 
tion as enunciated for the first time 
by Colonel George Harvey, new 
American ambassador to Great 
Britain. ' 

At the pilgrims’ dinner here to- 
ni~ht, attended by hundreds, includ- 
ing such notables as Premier Lloyd 
George, Lord Curzon and the Duke 
of York, Ambassador Harvey sound- 
ed the new note governing American 
foreign relations In what he styled 
as the language of the United States 
with a “horror of finesse and 
chicane.” 

In outlining the Harding admin- 
istration’s viewpoint, he disposed 
finally of the league of nations. He 
portrayed President Harding as de- 
termined to uphold American rights, 
but declared he entertained no jeal- 


| 


ousy of others. 
Sarcastic References. 

Though the name of former Pres- 
ident Wilson was not mentioned, 
Harvey’s speech was tinged with 
sarcastic references, or thrusts of 
ridicule at seme of the statements 
or policies of Wilson, as president. 
He ridiculed the oft-repeated dec- 
larations that America entered the 
war to “rescue humanity,” or to 
save England, Italy or France, 

“We went to war solely to save 
the United States,” Harvey declared, 
“and most reluctantly and laggardly 
at that. 

“We were not too proud to fight, 
whatever that means. 

“We were not afraid to fight. That 
is one real truth of the matter, 

Helped Shorten War. . 

“We came in toward the end, and’ 
helped shorten the war. That's all.. 

“Now America stands ready to. 
work with England, first, because it 
is to her interests, and secondly, be- 
cause it is advantageous to both. 

“We do not resent being called 
idealists,” Harvey went on. “Even 
by those who anticipate rewards 
of our altruism, but we have re- 
alized recently that ideals often 
resolve into illusions which are both 
dangerous and without profit.” 

The new ambassador referred to 
the position taken by the United 
States concerning Yap, and Prési- 
dent Harding’s reparations policy 
as evidence that America was act- 
ing decisively. He reiterated that 
Harding intends to play a full part 
in the world's purswit’ of peace, 
without, however, becoming an in- 
ternational meddler. There will be 
no intervention in affairs that do.

Commenting directly on the league 
of nations, Harvey deelareda: 

“There still remains an impres- 
sion that America may yet be be- 
It is ut- 
terly absurd. America decided 
against the league by a majority of 
seven millions. 

“The present government will not 
have anything whatsoever to do with 
the league, with any commission or 
committee appointed thereby, or di- 
rectly or indirectly, openly or fur- 
tively responsible to it.” 

Harvey declard that. he hoped to 
strengthen the bonds of friendship 
and mutual helpfulness between 
Engiand and America in order that 
the “respective governments may 
hereafter prefer durable agreements 
to tentative compromises between 
themselves, and will approach world 
problems from the same angle as 
inseparable common concerns.” 

Equipped With Frankness, 

The ambassador declared himself 
utterly destitute of the traditional 
weapons of diplomacy, but fully 
equipped with the frankness, 
straightforwardness and_ sincerity 
which characterized the candor of 
the British statesmen with whom he 
had come in contact. 

He styled himself an unalloyed 
American, the same as Ambassador 
Geddes, in Washington, is an unal- 
loyed Briton. 

Harvey declared America was not 
concerned with the past or the fu- 
ture momentarily, but with the sen- 
timent of the perilous present. 

“I pray that the time is near,” the 
ambassador continued, “when Brit- 
ain and America may master all in- 
justices and iniquities of their race 
for the sake of their own people, 
as well as mankind, without sacrifice 
ing one jot of independence or in- 
dividuality.”

HELP REQUESTED 


FOR ARMY DRIVE 


Immediate: help from the At- 
lanta public to avoid failure in fi- 


nancing the Salvation Army’s com- 
munity service this year was asked 


in a statement issued Thursday aft- 
ernoon by Lowry Arnold, chairman 
of the advisory board of citizens 
sponsoring the Army’s annual ap- 
peal. 3 

A general decrease in the amount 
of the average contribution this 
year, along with insufficient man- 
power to actively cover the field, 
have held the total subscribed to 
date down to $15,000, whereas the 
sum needed is $50,000, according to 
Mr. Arnold. 

Chairman Arnold refers to the 
universally friendly attitude of the 
public for the Salvation Army and 
mentions valuable instances of co- 
Operation lent by Atlanta individ- 
uals and organizations. 

“So far Atlanta has given only 
$15,000 toward the $50,000 fund 
needed to let the Salvation Army 
carry forward its splendid service 
to the community this year,” he 
said. 

“Despite overwhelming sentiment 
favorable to the Salvation Army and 
inspiring instances of active aid 
from individuals-and groups of At- 
lantans, the city faces the unfor- 
tunate prospect of failing to sup- 
port as vitally important and wor- 
thy a work as may be found in the 
community. 

“In asking that Atlanta’s tradi- 
tional loyalty loyalty and generosi- 
Cy prevent such an eventuality, I 
would like to emphasize a few of 
the unwelcome results that lack of 
sufficient funds would mean.

It is not true that the republican 
leaders in Washington anticipate 
carrying Georgia into the republi- 
can column at any reasonable time 
within the future. Nor is it true 
that these conferences have been 
for the purpose of establishing ma- 
chinery looking toward swinging 
the heretofore solid south from 
its traditional democratic mooring. 
It is true, however, that the negro 
issue in the south, and the partic- 
ipation of irresponsible and un- 
registered negroes in republican 
state conventions has s0 upset or- 
derly party procedure in the state 
and at the national conventions, 
that large numbers of white voters, 
who may have desired to vote re- 
publican national] tickets, have re- 
frained from doing. so, many of 
them having stayed away from the 
polls entirely, as has been demon- 
strated in recent conferences here. 


Racial Conflict. 

The friction between freacial in- 
terests in the party in the south 
became more acute during the 
campaign of 1920 than heretofore, 
amd when Henry Lincoln Johrson, 
of Georgia, a negro politician, seat- 
ed his delegation at the Chicags 
convention after a heated contest 
by a white faction of the party, 
and after Johnson’s' subsequent 
election as national committeeman 
from Georgia, the racial confiict 
became. even more irritating, and 
Georgia became the storm center 
of republican politics in the south. 
It must be frecalled that Johnson 
was chosen national committeeman 
by the state cOnvention of 1920 in 
Atlanta, subsequently by the state 
central committee, which was 
largely Johnson hand-picked; sub- 
sequently by the delegation to the 
national convention, which was al- 
so a Johnson organization, and 
while the national convention as a 
body voted against Johnson's rati- 
fication, the chairman, Senator 
Lodge, declared him the commit- 
teeman. This, however, was _ in 
keeping with the rules of the na- 
tional republican committee, which 
made it mandatory upon the nation- 
al convention to ratify state nomi- 
nees for membership in that body. 

Following the election of Presi- 
dent Harding with the question 
of patronage a vitalizing influence, 
the regular state organization in 
Georgia also split into fragments, 
and C. P. Goree, chairman of the 
state central committee, and Miller 
Karnes, vice chairman, were re- 
moved ,from their positions by the 
central committee, and John W. 
Martin, of Atlanta, was declared 
chairman by the same eommittee. 
A majority of the members of the 
committee, {t {is alleged, in person 
or by proxy, acted in these remov- 
als. Goree, however, claimed that 
he, as chairman, was created by 
the state convention. as was the 
state central committee, and that 
only a state convention, regularly 
called and organized, could remove 
him. Thus the conflict between two 


leaders, both claiming to be heads | 
became | 


of the state organization, 

acute, with Johnson, the national 

committeeman, siding with Martin. 
Appeal Is Made, 


The national committeé was final- 
ly appealed to, and Chairman Hays 
and Secretary Miller have recog- 
nized Goree as the state chair- 
man within the week, in view of 
the fact, they alleged, that he had 
not been legally removed. This 
new condition made the conflict 
between these two elements more 
exciting and irritating to the ad- 
ministration, particularly as both 
Johnson and the majority of the 
state committeemen \.*fused to rec- 
ognize Goree as ther chief. 

In the meantime, while the war 
has been raging between these two 


Johnson as national committeeman, 
sprang up, and not only began to 
fight the two organization factions, 
but were equally as precipitate in 
fighting each other. 

_.This condition, with the control of 
state patronage as the main goal of 
all warring elements, literally be- 
came unbearable for the president 
and his advisers. 

Committee Conferences. 
While all of this has been going 
on, a subcommittee of the national 
republican committee, appointed 
at the Chicago convention. has been 
holding conferences with the view 
to suggesting some tangible plan by 


zations In the south could be go re- 
organized as to eliminate the con- 
tinual friction between “lily white’ :

This subcom- 
mittee was charged with making its 
final recommendations at a meeting 
of the national committee to be held 
in Washington on June 8, now ap- 
proaching. While Chairman Hays is 
ex-officio chairman of this subcom- 
mittee, Representative Bascom 
Slemp, committeeman from Virginia. 
has been acting as its chairman.

TWO GREAT AMERICANS. 
In the deaths of Edward Doug- 
lass White, chief justice of the 
United States supreme court, and 
Franklin Knight Lane, former sec- 
retary of the interior, the country 
suffered the loss of two outstand- 
ing Americans. 
Each was a man of extraordi- 


who, in his respective sphere of 
activity, rendered unusual service 
to the nation and left a name that 
will live long in the pages of his- 
tory. 

Each, too, was a man essentially 
of the masses, who, equipped by 
nature with a powerful mind, had 
arisen to a place of eminence in 
the government. 

Both were democrats—demo- 
crats and democratic in every 
sense. Chief Justice White was a 
southern product, born and reared 
in Louisiana. 

His public life began while he 
was still a young and ambitious 
lawyer. After a distinguished ca- 
reer as judge and later as repre- 
sentative of his state in the United 
States senate, he was elevated to 
the supreme court bench by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, a democrat, and 
on December 12, 1910, President 
Taft, a republican, designated him 
to be chief justice, which post of 
great honor and power he occu- 
pied with dignity and distinction 
until removed from it by the 
Supreme Lawgiver. 

He was the eighth man to hold 
the high position of chief justice 
of the United States supreme 
court, one of the most powerful 
offices in the world. 

Chief Justice White possessed 
remarkable reasoning capacity 
and knowledge of the law, and his 
decisions are distinguished by pro- 
fundity of argument and ease and 
clarity of diction. 

Mr. Lane had many qualities in 
common with Chief Justice White. 

Besides being, like him, strictly 
democratic in sentiment and in his 
attitude toward life, yet in no 
sense narrowly partisan, he, too, 
was of the judicial temperament— 
a qualification which made him a 
man of great usefulness to his 
country as a member of the inter- 
state commerce commission and 
later as the secretary of the inte- 
rior in President Wilson’s cabinet. 

In the latter position he was 
universally regarded as one of the 
ablest men in the democratic ad- 
ministration, and throughout the 
war and post-war periods the presi- 
dent leaned more heavily upon 
him, perhaps, than upon any other 
member of his official family for 
counsel and assistance in the solu- 
tion of the intricate problems of 
state. 

Though born in Canada, Mr. 
Lane was reared in California, and 
was in all essentials an adopted 
son of the great west. 

As a newspaper reporter, editor 
ind publisher on the Pacific coast, 
then as a New York correspondent 
and as a lawyer, later as an offi- 
cial high in the councils of his gov- 
ernment, Franklin K. Lane made 
a success in every undertaking to 
which he placed his hand and as- 
signed his rare talents. 

The passing of each of these two 
great men was a distinct loss to 
the country, for each typified the 
highest ideals of American man- 
hood.

HEALTH TALKS

How to Keep Poppy 
Petals From Falling 


FRUIT ACIDS AND THE TEETH. 


Certain kinds of fruit sych as ap- 
ples, oranges, grapes, peaches, 
plums, grapefruit and cherries, con- 
tain acids of the organic group (not 
mineral] acids). When eaten such 
fruits do not increase or produce 
acidity of any of the body fluids or 
of the blood. On the contrary, the 
acid fruits increase alkalinity or 
decrease acidity of the body fluids 
and are commonly prescribed for 
this purpose by physicians who 
have actual physiological knowl- 
edge. For example, lemon juice or 
lemonade or grapefruit invariably 
increases the alkalinity of the blood 
and decreases the acidity of the 
urine, 

Sometimes the teeth are put on 
edge by these acid fruits. Is taht 
injurious to the teeth? Is it wise 
to take an acid fruit as the final 
part of a meal, leaving the fruit 
acid in the mouth to act upon the 
teeth? 

Yes, it is wise. The acid reac- 
tion persists but a few moments in 
any case, for it is soon neutralized 


by the alkaline saliva poured out 
under the stimulus of the acid fruit. 
But for the few moments of mild 
acidity good work is being done by 
the fruit acid. It aids in the re- 
moval of sticky particles of food 
from the surfaces of the teeth and 
from the spaces between the teeth 
where food particles are likely to 
remain and undergo fermentation 
and other bacterial changes which 
lead to decay or caries—cavily. 

Dr. William Rice, dean of Tufts 
college dental school, in a valuable 
article on “Dental Hygiene,” in the 
“Mouth Hygiene Number” of the 
“Commonhealth,” issued October, 
1920, by the Massachusetts depart- 
ment of public health, urges that 


the lunch which a school child car- 
ries to school or obtains” at the 
school lunch room should always 
include an orange, an apple, or 
some similar tart fruit as dessert. 
in place of the cookies, jam or 
sweets so often used. I venture to 
add the suggestion that the fruit 
be added, not substituted for these 
latter items so dear to the heart 
and so essential to the health and 
growth of the school child, But the 
point Dr. Rice makes is that the 
acid fruit should top off the school 


Jiunch for the benefit of the child’s 


teeth. -And in my judgment it 1s5 an 
excellent point—in fact, I think the 
apple or the orange or the pear or 
the peach or the apricot or the 
prune or plum a much better tooth- 
eleansing agent than any tooth- 
brush and dentifrice would be. 


QUBSTIONS AND ANSWERS.

ANSWER—A very grave risk of 
infection of your children with tu- 
berculosis is involved. When such 
a person has lung tuberculosis he 
menaces the life of everyone who 
may be compelled to associate with 
him, and he should be dealt with 
as a nuisance to public health. It 
is through such association that so 
many children are _ infected with 
tuberculosis, which may not mani-~ 
fest itself in an active way until 
years later.

ANSWER—Why not pay your

The best way to erad- 
icate bedbugs is by fumigation, 
with hydrocyanic gas if a profes- 
sional fumigator can be employed 
to do the work, but that is too pol- 
sonous for any but a professional 
to use. Formaldehyde or sulphur 
fumigation will serve. When fu- 
migation is impossible, every crack 
and crevice about the bedstead, the 
room and closets should be squirted 
full of a strong insecticide solution, 
such as one-to-twenty carbolic and 
one-to-five hundred corrosive sub- 
limate—poigson which should not be 
kept in the house.

Perhaps the crimson poppy makes 
the most striking group of flowers 
what can be assembled, but when 
gathered in the usual way it shat- 
ters and dies too quickly to be of 
service. 

If these flowers are 
early in the day before the sun 
shines on them, and the stems im- 
mediately placed in hot water and 
kept there for fifteen minutes, and 
then transferred to vases contain- 
ing cool water, they will retain 
their petals as long as the ordi- 
nary flower. I have seen them pre- 
served for several days under this 
treatment, in my home.

I am confronted now 
with this situation: In declaring 
that these returns should have been 


Supreme Court inferentially decided 
that I cannot lay them ‘befofe the 
legislature? 

This is not a trivial matter, and 
due respect must be paid to the 
fecision of the court of last resort. 
The question still hangs over me: 
What shall I do with these returns? 
Section 126 of the Code furnishes 
a sort of accident insurance which 
I think is good, both as to Constitu- 
tional offices and as to statutory 
offices. That section declares: ‘‘No 
election shall be defeated for non- 
compliance with the requirements 
of the law. if held at the proper 
time and place by persons qualified 
to hold them, if it is not shown 
that. by that non-compliance, the 
result is different from what it 
would have been had there been 
proper compliance.” 

In this case there has clearly been 
non-compliance, but it does not de- 
feat your election for the reason 
that the election was held at the 
proper time and place and by per- 
sons qualified to hold the same. As 
the case stands, if I should lay the 
election returns before the legisla- 
Rure the point might be made that 
the Supreme Court had decided that 
these returns should have been 
mailed to the Governor.. But the 
contain- 
ing the fnstruction that these re- 
turns should be sent. to the Secre- 
tary of State, brin about what I 
deem, a temporary misplacement 
of these returns. 

Do you not think !{t is my duty, 
simply to state the facts to tne 
General Assembly and ask for in- 
structions?

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Stocks Resume Downward 
Trend; ‘No Buying ower| 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, May 19.—There was no definite trend to the stock mar- 
ket during the first hour. But after 11 o’clock the downward price 
movement which has been going on now since a week ago last Fri- 
day wag resumed. Declines of from one to five points occurred be- 
‘ore noon, after which there was some recovery. Scattered liquidation, 
bears selling and absence of buying power were the features of to- 
. day’s market. 

National Enameling led the decline. Last February the 6 per 
cent dividend of the company for this year was declared payable in 
quarterly installments of 1% per cent. Therefore, there was. no 
question of dividends involved in today’s sharp five-point price de- 
cline.. There was some talk of a resumption of foreign competition 
which would reduce the company’s large earnings to a pre-war basis. 
That, however, was expected. A better explanation for today’s de- 
Cline was the offering of large blocks which the market would not 
take except at considerable price concessions. 

Chandler*Motor made a new low record’for the year and Peo- 
ples Gas and the Hill stocks were also heavily sold. The best judges 
here of the stock market expect the downward price mcvement to 
culminate in one very active million-share day when such an occa- 
sion should be used to buy stocks. It is possible that the climax to 
the present downward price movement will not be reached until 
after public offering has been made of the new bond issue now over- 
hanging the market. 

In connection with these overhanging new issues it was learned 
today that the treasury had received a larger percentage of subscrip- 
tions to the offering just made of $200,000,000 5% per cent certificates 
than for any other issue. Subscription mounted up to $632,000,000 which 
Was understood by bankers here to mean that there a very large fund 
of idle money in the country seeking temporary employment. Predic- 
tions were made that Secretary Mellon, because of these conditions, 
would reduce the interest on the next offering of treasury certificates. 

Labor May Go to Court to Halt Pay Cuts. 

Today’s Washington dispatches report that the leaders of rail- 
way labor are considering the advisability of waiting for the railroad 
labor board to hand down its decision on June 1 regarding the extent 
of the cut to be made in wages and then attempt to get a court order 
restraining the carriers from putting the lower wages into effect until 
the decision of the labor board has been reviewed first by the -ower 
federal. court and then by the supreme court. According to these 
dispatches the ratiway labor leaders argue that this status of the 
‘labor board is the same as that of the interstate commerce commission 
amd that the decisions of the interstate commerce commission have 
freguently been carried to the courts. 

Such arguments, however, will not stand close examination. The 
interstate commerce commission has drastic powers given by congress 
to enforce its decisions. No such powers were given to the labor 
board which was created under the new transportation act passed last 
February a year.ago. All that the labor board can do is to held heat 
ings and “make public its decisions in such manner as it may de- 
termine. The only power the labor board has to enforce its decisions 
ds in’ an eppeal to public sentiment. 

, But no other power is needed, If the railroad labor board can 
show that the cost of living on which the increase of pay of last year 
Was based has come down and that other industries are paying less 
‘than the railroads, a reduction of railroad wages ordered to meet such 
/ conditions will certainly be backed by public sentiment. And in such 
event railway labor will have to give in. 

Moreover, if the labor board orders a reasonable cut in wages 
which will have the support of the public and railway labor refuses 
“to accept the cut, then railway labor will have no standing before the 
labor board the next time a request is made for higher wages. That 
is a;point which labor leaders are likely to keep in mind. The mew 
“Tabor board can give as well as take as has already been proved by 
the increases in wages already ordered. The public recognizing the 
justice of the higher wage awards made by the labor board paid the 
higher rates demanded without a murmur. Now it is labor’s turn to 
accept a decision in the same spirit. 

Offering in French Loan to Be Made Soon. 

. Despite the denials made only a few days ago by J. P. Morgan 
.& Co., that negotiations for $100,000,000 new French loan were on 
and likely to be concluded at an early date it was learned today that 
the offering of this loan is likely to be made early next week: that it 
probably will carry interest at the rate of 7% per cent; ihat it will 
run 15 or 20 years; that it will be non-callable; that it wil! probably 
be offered to the investing public at 95. It was aso learned in the 
banking circles that negotiations are on for a $10,000,000 loan to 
Uruguay and for one of a similar amount to the Union of South 
America.

Crop Two Weeks 
‘Late; Stands Bad 


Washineton, May 19.—Considera- 
ble replanting of cotton in the 
south has resulted from recent cool, 
wet weather, the department of 


weekly review of crop conditions. 
Many poor stands are seen, it was 
declared, and the crop is now gen- 
erally reported as somewhat late. 

Reports from various states were: 

Alabama: Conditions for growth 
improving. Reports of abandon- 
ment in some instances and some 
replanting with prospects of good 
stands. 

Arizona: Recent warm weather 
beneficial. About twenty per cent 
of acreage is “volunteer.” Crop 
probably ninety per cent of normal. 

Arkansas: Planting still delayed, 
only about ten per cent having been 
nlianted in northeastern’ section. 
Much replanting necessary. Condi- 
tions more favorable in central and 
southern portions of the state. 

Florida: Making slow growth. 
Warmer weather needed. 

Georgia: Crop at least two weeks 
backward. Much replanting neces- 
sitated by cool weather. Early 
plantings killed. Stands generally 
bad. Some chopping out in progress. 

Louisiana: Replanting on a re- 
duced acreage has been necessary 
on account of unfavorable condi- 
tions. 

Mississippi: Unusually cold weath- 
er detrimental to ‘growth of crop, 
Replanting continues. Very little 
chopping. Crop from three to four 


weeks late. 

Missouri: Planting delayed by 
excess moisture. Probably reduced 
acreage. Seed good. 

North Carolina: Acreage nearly 
planted. Germination poor to fair 
and much replanting necessary. 
Some recuction in acreage reported. 

klahoma: Planting progressing 
So replanting in the south. 
Warmer weather needed. 

South Carolina: Much replanting 
in central counties, chopping § in 
some’‘sections. Many plants report- 
ed dying during past ten days. 

Tennessee: But little planted; 
conditions unfavorable. 

Texas: Reports of lice in south- 
ern districts and boll weevils in cen- 
tral districts.

Washington, May 19.—Confer-

The conferences with union repre- 
sentatives today were understood - 
be for the purpose of working out 
details of the proposition which 
will be submitted to Chairman Ben- 
son and the shipowners as the basis 
upon which the men will agree to a 
settlement. Full authority to act for 
them was given Secretary Davis by 
the seamen, engineers and radio op- 
erators last night in his efforts to 
effect a settlement of the con- 
troversy. 

As a basis for negotiating a set- 
tlement, it is understood that the 
men suggested to the secretary a 
basic 15 per cent wage reductioe, 
as demanded by the shipowners and 
the board, but an upward revision 
in overtime scales, which would 
make the reductions actually range 
from 10 to 12% per cent. 

While the shipowners have an- 
nounced that they would not sign 
any agreement with the men, Chair- 
man Benson said late today he 
had not determined his course inthe 
matter. He would prefer not to 
sign any agreement, he added, but 
if he finally did, it would be only 
out of consideration for the men, 
and it would contain a clause pro- 
viding for termination at thirty 
davs’ notice. 

Chairman Benson reiterated his 
stand for a 15 per cent reduc- 
tion, and declared that he 
would not compromise it by re- 
vising over-time scales upward. 
He would concede over-time, he 
added, only where necessary, and 
then at the pro rata rate for the 
eight-hour day. :
